Current high level interest in the question of the future 
of the Neutral Nations Supervisory Commission in Korea, 
activities in connection with the recent charges of armistice 
violations by both sides, and President Rhee's renewed 
agitation against the NNSC have revived the whole question 
of Gin's failure to receive intelligence being transmitted 
in JCS channels. 


All cables in connection with the Korean armistice are 
sent to the JCS from UNCMAC (United Nations Command, Military 
.Armistice Comii^ss^r^^hrougi^CINCUN^. All intelligence 
received from including Chinese troop 

movements, likewise go through these channels, as well as many 
important cables from CINCUNC dealing with the Korean situation 
These cables are consistently denied to OCI on grounds that 
they are ’’high level, JCS matters." This attitude seems to 
reflect a failure on the part of the military to recognize 
that this agency's special relationship to the N3C and the 
White House requires it to have complete information on 
developments abroad which have a bearing on American security 
interests . 
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This situation was brought to the attention of the chair- 
man, Joint Chiefs of Staff by reference (A). In his reply, 
reference (B) , Admiral Radford agreed to make intelligence on

bility of the JCS over CINCUNC. r - 
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1 believe that this situation leaves us in a vulnerable 
position in the event of a surprise, inimical development in 
the Far East. CINCUNC can point to his reports to the JCS 
as fulfilling his responsibilities, and the JCS can point to 
Reference (A), and to CIA’s failure to act, thereby passing 
responsibility to the DCI.

either of the following steps:

arrange the matter with appropriate officials of CINCUNC. 

2. The matter be referred back to the Chairman, JCS, 
with the request that appropriate cables be made available to 
CIA in Washington, under such restrictions as he may 
designate .
